The duty to disclose hilbrmation exists with respect to e^ich pending claim until the claim is 
canceled or withdrawn from consideration, or the application becomes abandoned, fiifcimation material to the 
patentability of a claim that is canceled or withdrawn fiom consideration need not be submitted if the information is 
not material to the patentability of any claim remaining under consideration in the 25)plication. There is no duty to 
submit infonnation which is not material to the patentability of any existing claim.
